The -Poisoned Arrow. 


The poisoned arrow is a subject which 


wants considerable clearing up. Unques- 
tionably if the venom of the rattlesnake 
could be had, and an arrowhead were 
smeared with the venom, the effects of 
a wound received by such au arrow 
would be dnugerous. It is the perma- 
nency of the toxic effect of crotaline 
which may be questioned. It may be 
read that savages having arrows so call- 
ed poisonous are very careful with them, 
keeping them iu peculiar quivers. 
The 


admixtures which savages suppose add 
to the deadly effects of the poison, such 
as spiders, would amount to nothing at 
all 
Unquestionably the Apaches used 


poisoned arrows, since Dr. W. J. Hoff- 
man writes thut in 1S71 arrows obtain- 
ed from Apache Indians "showed the 
presence of blood corpuscles, with a 
crystalline substance, apparently identi- 
cal with viperine (Bonaparte) or crota- 
line, (S. W. Mitchell), the active prin- 
ciple of croi&lus venom." 


Captain John C4. Bourke, treating the 


subject of Apache poisoned arrows, 
writes: "I do not believe iu the viru- 
leiico, or rather in the permanence of the 
virulence, of the poison made from the 
putrid liver of deer into which an en- 
raged rattlesnake hud injected its venom.

According to 
GiralamoBeuzoui, as translated by Cap- 
tain Bonrke, Benzcui has left some de- 
tails of how the natives of South Amer- 
ica manufactured tbair poison. "They 
compelled an old woman to prepare this 
deadly mixture, and if it did not half 
kill the old woman she was nearly beaten 
to death."—New York Times.

least 2, 500, 000 acres, the first growth 
being cut away, tho young trees 
spring up and grow with such as- 
tonishing rapidity that, if properly 
protected, the timber supply can be 
kept nearly up to its present mark, 
despite the heavy drafts made on it 
meantime. 


While only a small proportion of 


these redwood forests occur on the 
mountains proper, the country they 
occupy is for the most part so bro- 
ken and uneven, being traversed bv 
numerous ravines and canyons, that 
not much of it will ever be cleared 
and kept so for the use of the farm, 
er, the stock man or the fruit grow- 
er, though tho soil is nearly every- 
where rich. Even where the land is 
comparatively level, the trees hav- 
ing been exit down, it costs a great 
deal to remove the stumps, so enor- 
mous and deep rooted are these. For 
breaking them up and hoisting their 
fragments out of the ground re- 
course to dynamite is frequently 
bad, tins with sometimes the aid of 
the stump machine, and always tbe 
use of fire, being the 
sorted to for dispossessing 
troublesome tenants nf the land.

Feeding Value of Oat*. 


According to C. S. Plumb of tbe In- 


diana station, "100 pocncla of oats con- 
tain decidedly more flesh or muscle 
forming food that) JOO pounds of corn."

insurrections in Europe, President Mon- 
roe said that the United States would 
always be anxious arid interested spec- 
tators of events, but declared : 


"In the ma-=s of European powers in 


matters relating to themselves wo have 
never taken auy part, nor does it com- 
port with our policy to do so. It is only 
when our rights aro invaded or serioua- 
ly menaced that we resent injuries or 
make preparations for defense." With tbe 
movements iu this hemisphere we are of 
necessity more immediately connected; 
and by causes which must be obvious to 
all enlightened and impartial observ- 
ers. 


"The political system of tho allied 


powers is essentially different in this 
respect from that 01 America. This dif- 
ference proceeds from that which exists 
in their respective governments. And to 
the defruae of our own, which has been 
acquired by the loss of so much blood 
and treasure, and matured by tho wis- 
dom of their most enlightened, citizens, 
and under which we have enjoyed un 
exampled felicity, this whole nation is 
devqtctd. We owe it, therefore, to the 
candor and to the amicable relations ex 
isting between the United States anc 
those powers to declare that we shoulc 
consider any attempt on their parts to 
extend their system to this hemisphere 
as dangerous to our peace and safety. 
With the existing colonies or dependen- 
cies of any European government we 
have nnt interfered and shall not inter- 
fere.. 
Hut with the governments tliat 


have drchued their independence ant' 
maintained it aud whose independence 
wo have- on great consideration aud ou 
ju>t ininripler- acknowledged, we could 
not view any interposition for the pur- 
pose, of oppressing them, or controlling 


other manner their destiny, in 


any other light than as a manifestation 
of an unfriendly disposition toward the 
United States." 


This is the Monroo doctrine: 1. No 


new European colonies on this hemi- 
sphere. 2. No interference with colonies 
of European powers now existing. 8. 
No interference by auy European power 
witli tin.-affairs of any American nation. 
It is hut justice tn say that tho vigorous 
language iu winch it i.s expressed evi- 
dently came from tho able aud caustic 
pen of John Q. Adams, secretary of 
state. John C. Calhunn was secretary of 
war in tho same cabinet aud approved 
the positions taken by tho president. 


This doctrine never has boon affirmed 


by congress. In fart, it ha« bt-cn *ojectcd 
repeatedly wheu resolutions: weie offered 
approving tho acts of tho government on 
the subject. 
But it has been reaffirmed 


by ovnry administration sinco that of 
Monroe iu ono form or another. The 
vigorous declaration.0 of Air. Soward and 
the commencement of preparations for 
their enforcement drove Franco and 
Spain from Mexico and socnred the re- 
establishment of tho republic after the 
death of Maximilian. It is tho doctrmo 
of tho American people and never 
bo abandoned.—Chicago Chrouicle.
